It is certainly a very ruinous Profpett, when (the Balance not 
being ſupported) the whole Power, which ſhould be divided amon 
ſeveral, ſhall be at any time uſurped by One.

Now in Pariſhes which arg of large Extent, and 
have great Commons adjoining to thoſe of . r Pariſhes, without 
Banks or other Fences to ſeparate the one Common from the other, 
but the only Diſtinction of Rights is made by Stones or Craſſes; it is 
there abſolutely neceſſary for both Young and Old to go yearly out 
upon the Poſſeſſioning: But where a-Pariſh has not any Commons 

iS Hing together with thoſe of other Towns ; or where all the Land is 
arable or mclure, — to a ſeveral Owner, and conſe- 
quently is cefſed in and paid for to . Rotor of the Pariſh, how is 
:t poſſible that an Incroachment can be made upon the Parochial 
Bounds, or (in other Words) that a Man's Property can be taken 
from him, becauſe it lies at the Extremity of the Pariſh? Hence 
appears the Unreaſonableneſs of expending much Money upon this 
Occaſion at Newark in any general Entertainment of the Town. 

The other Expence relating to the Viſitation Dinners is Iihewiſe 
very needleſs. The Church-wardens who are obliged to travel out of 
their own Pariſh to the Viſitation muſt neceſſarily go to ſome publick 
Houſe for Refreſhment ; but in the Town where the Viſitation is 
held; cannot the Church-wardens, after having diſcharged the Du- 
ty of that Day, return to and dine at their own Homes?
